'I lie figures of births and deaths shown in this 
statement for week ending 25th April, 1959 relate 
to 78 towns from the States of Assam, Delhi, Atysore, 
Orissa, Pondicherry, Punjab and Uttar Pradesh 
with a population of 12,553 thousand out of a 
total population of 48,445 thousand in 324 towns of 
the country. The number of births and deaths 


recorded in these towns were 6,388 and 2,627 
registering birth and death rates of 26*5 and 10 ■ 9 
per thousand of population respectively. The town 
of Amroha in Uttar Pradesh only has recorded a high 
death rate of 31*9 per thousand of population.
